yesterday. The money was to 
have met payroll cheeks of 600 
men employed at the company’s 
No. 7 mine which is not operating 
at full capacity. 

A Post Office Inspector arrived 
here last night from Centralia to 
trace the shipment and determine 
whether it was stolen or mislaid 
in transit. The location of Roy- 
alton makes it necessary for the 
money to be changed to diffcrent 
trains twice during the journey 
from Chicago. 

A telephone call from the City 
National Bank in Herrin to the 
Continental Bank in Chicago dis- 
closed that the latter institution 
shipped the money Thursday. 

William Smith, superintendent of 
the coal company here, said thaat 
the miners arer paid by check, and 
that the money was sent to the 
company store at Royalton to per- 
mit them to cash their chceecks 
without coming all the way to Her- 
rin. 

James C, Livingston, postmaster 
at toyalton, had no theory as to 
what had happened to the money. 
Money shipments for the coal 
company usually are insured, he 
said, but he did not know whether 
this one had been insured.

Officer of Standard Oil

Hearing, Blames Other 
Ship for Crash.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 31.—The 
possibility that the passenger 
steamer San Juan carried 116 per- 
sOns instead of 110 as previously re- 
ported indicated today that tne loss 
of life in its sinking, 55 miles south 
of here early yesterday, may have 
been as high as 74 persons. 

Albert E. Gillespie, manager of 
the Los Angeles & San Yrancisco 


Navigation Co.. owners of the San 
Juan, admitted that there may have 
been as many as 66 passengers 
aboard, and- that the crew may 
have numbered as high as 50. 

Gillespie said the list of 65 pas- 
sengers, the only one available in 
the records of the company here, 
was based on bookings made sevy- 
eral hours before the ship sailed, 
and that the crew list of 45 was 
that ef last month. 

The company’s manager said 
tickets sometinics were sold aboard 
the ship by the purser, and that 
half-a dozen persons may have 
paid their fares on the ship. The 
purser, John Cleveland, apparently 
was drowned, s0 no means of 
checking the new figures was avyail- 
able. 

Sixty-Scven on Death List. 

In any case, the death list of the 
San Juan showed 67 names today. 
indicating that 41 passengers .nd 
76 members of the crew had gone 
down after the colision with the 
Standard Oji tanker S. T. C. Dodd 
Thursday night. 

The list of rescued remained at 
42. As the search for the bodies 
off Pigeon Point. Cal.. continued. 
the question arose as to the re- 
sponsibility for the collision. Eye. 
witnesses’ accounts of the disaster 
indicated the ships sighted euch 
Other about the same time abou? 
midnight Thursday, and that -the 
collision occurred as each adopted 
the same tactics in an effurt to 
avoid the crash.

Capt. H. C. Bleumchen of the 
Dodd, in newspaper statements and 
in testimony yesterday before a 
hastily called hearing by United 
States steamboat inspectors. de- 
clared the collision resulted from 
failure of the San Juan to maneu- 
ver properly in response to signals 
from the Dodd's whistle. 

Third Officer on Bridge. 

O. V. Saunders, third officer of 
the Dodd, was on the bridge when 
the accident occurred. The lights 
of the passenger steamer were first 
seen about three-quarters of a mile 
away, he declared. 

“At 11:34 p. m. the Weather was 
clear.”” Saunders said... “At 11:45 
the fog began to comé in. but it 
was comparatively light, although 
it piled up thicker and thicker. 
When the fog began to get heavy, 
I sent a call for Capt. Bleumchen. 

“While the captain was coming 
up | _ started to blow the fog 
whistle. 

“Then | saw the masthead lights 
of a steamer coming toward us. 
She was about three-quarters of 
a point off the starboard bow. and 
three-quarters of a mile to a mile 
away. 

“If the San Juan had held to her 
course, she would have passed us 
without trouble. on our right side. 
We held to our own course. 

“The next thing | saw was the 
San Juan's port light—the light on 
the left side of the ship. That 
meant that the ship had made al- 
most a full swing, right 
our bow. When I saw this, 
full speed astern. 

Reversed {ts Coursc. 

“With the engines reversed, |! 
blew the proper” signal.§ three 
blasts on the whistie, to show that 
we were in full speed astern, I! 
signaiied three times before |! 
heard the answering. whistle from 
the San Juan. She had reversed 
her engines by that time, but we 
were almost together. If she had 
not reversed her engines we could 
have missed her.

Newly Married, He Made 
Flight to Get Money for 


Honeymoon — Old En- 
durance Mark Stands.

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 31— 
Pilot Thomas Reid crashed to 
earth and was killed here early to- 
day, a short time after he had 


established a new record for solo 
endurance flights. 

His plane disappeared about 3 
o'clock this morning, watchers at 
the airport said. At dawn the 
wreckage was found. 

Reid broke the old record of 36 
hours, 56 minutes, 36 seconds, a 
short time after 1 o’clock this 
morning. He continued in flight 
above the airport for some. time, 
but later the sound of his motor 
died away in the darkness. Timers 
of the flight held their stations at 
the airport, however, thinking he 
had changed his course to vary the 
monotony. 

His continued absence 


of him could be found at daybreak, 
a search was organized. First re- 
ports were that he had gone to 
sleep at the controls and allowed 
the ship to get from under con- 
trol. He had been in the air since 
a few minutes after 11 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. 
Home in California, 

Reid’s home was In Downey, Cal. 

The plane was found shattered 
against a tree in Fairview Village 
by Pilots Bill Butters, chief pilot of 
the Stewart Aircraft Corporation, 
and Dale.F. Dryer, who went-up to 
look for Reid at daybreak. 

Flying about the vicinity of the 
airport, they saw the wreck.d 
plane near the tree, with Reid's 
body lying 25 feet away. Dryer 
said that the only conclusion was 
that Reid had gone to sicep. A 
wing was torn from the plane when 
it struck the tree, and its fuel tank 
was found to have been’ unused. 
Dryer said he believed Reid fell 
aimost immediately after he was 
reported missing. 

Timers were still at their posts 
at the airport when the body was 
found. Dryer said he and Butters 
called an ambulance after landing 
near the scene of the crash, and re- 
turned to the airport to notify the 
ISmsco Aircraft Co., backer of the 
flight. 

Reid's wife in Downey was noti- 
fied. 


Old Record Stands. 


The record which Reid estab- 
lished will not stand, inasmuch as 
the rules of the American Aecro- 
nautical Association provided that 
planes in altitude and endurance 
flights niust come to earth at the 
point of taking off. The old record, 
held by Lieut. Herbert J. Fahy, 
therefore will stand. 

Reid had just been married, and 
was flying. he said, for money on 
which to go on his honeymoon. 
The ceremony was performed ‘fe 
day before he teft California to 
attend the National air races here. 
Each hour he remained aloft after 
equalling the record meant <n 
added $100 to his fee for flying the 
plane from a fund posted by the 
air races committee, 

The last greeting he gave officers 
of the Emisco company late yester- 
day was in clasping his hands 
above his head, a signal that every- 
thing was well aboard and that he 
meant to remain aloft as long as 
his fuel lasted. He was flying a 
cabin monoplane. 

On Aug. 14 he attempted to set 
a new record for non-refucied en- 
durance flights for two pilots with 
Emory Bronte, fiance of Marvel 
Crosson, aviatrix, killed in the 
women's derby in the national air 
races last week. 

His death was the fifth to occur 
during the races. In addition to 
Miss Crosson, Pilot EB. J. Deve- 
reaux. Mrs, Devereaux and his 0»- 
chanic were kitled in a crash at 
Boston during the Philadelphia ‘o 
Cleveland Derby.

Clashes between Jews and Arabs 
and between Arabs and  Britieh 
troops were reported from various 
sections of Jerusaiem and Northern 
Palestine as British forces by land 
and air today proceeded with their 
task of restoring order after more 
than a week of trouble between 
Arabs and Jews. 

The British Colonial Office offi- 


cilal!y announced that “the situation _ 


both in Palestine and trans-Jor- 
dania continued quiet,” but it was 
admitted that “considerable forces 
of Arabs were reported to have 
crossed the Syrian frontier into 
Palestine on Friday morning.” 
Fourteen American students were 
said to be in this vicinity. 

Airplanes were sent to check the 
Arabs. Other reports said British 
troops had been moved north from 
Jerusalem to meet the threat. 
With British airplanes on patrol, 
Southern Palestine wag tranquil. 

A rabbi and his wife, thought to 
be Americans, were reported killed 
in an attack on the Galileean city 
of Safed, which the Colonial «-- 
fices described as a “small out- 
break.” The outbreak was stc- 
cessfully quelled by troops. The 
Jewish telegraphic agency said 22 
Jews were killed in the attack. 

Disarmament of the Palestine 
population continues. Some reports 
said that Jews had been killed and 
wounded while resisting disarma- 
ment by troops. 

The Egyptian Nationalist party 
decided to send a telegram to the 
Mandates Commission of the 
League of Nations protesting 
against the Palestine troubles and 
urging withdrawal! of the Balfour 
declaration by which British sup- 
port was assured for the movement 
to make Palestine a Jewish nation- 
al home. Lord Balfour, author of 
the deciaration, has issued a igo- 
rous letter of support of its prin- 
ciples.

| lems, is planning for rapid transit. 
Notwithstanding the admitted ex- | 
cellence of the municipai street | 
railways, and despite the speed 
with which they have been extend- | 
ed in an effort to keep pece with | 
the ejty’s phenomenal growth, De-| 
troit realizes that the time is ripe | 
for rapid transit. 


To understand the situation here, | 
it must always be remembered that | 


the Detroit public not only is re- 
markably well 
subject of city transportation, but 
that no decisive step can be taken 
without the consent of the voters. 
Home fule over public utilities is 
complete, down to the ground, and 
the people take it seriously. 

More than two years ago the 
Mayor appointed a Rapid Transit 
Commission, with instructions to 
prepare a plan. Unlike the Mayor's 
Rapid Transit Commission in St. 
Louis—which has spent virtually 
all the time since its appointment 
in trying to get a new franchise for 
the street car company—the De- 
troit commission immediately set 
out to do the job for which it was 
appointed. It was required under 
its instructions to work in collab- 
oration with the city’s Street Rail- 
ways Commission, 


First Subway Plan Rejected. 

After several months’ labor, the 
commissions jointly submitted a 
plan for subways. It contemplated 
the issuance of $35,000,000 of 
bonds to pay for construction and 
equipment. The main feature of 
the plan was a long subway line 
extending fromr downtown Detroit 
to the Ford automobile plant at 
Highland Park. In compliance 
with the city charter, the proposal 
was submitted to the voters, a ma- 
jority of three-fifths being required 
to carry it.

The 
second is that it would not require 
the purchase of subway equipment, 
and hence would cost less. The 
third is that the present car rohtes 
would be maintained, thus avoid- 
ing general readjustment of the 
system. 

The planners, with an eye to the 
distant future, contemplate that 
when the volume of traffic and-the 
size of the city shall warrant, the 
tubes will be extended, and stand- 
ard subway trains and equipment 
installed. It will be possible to 
do this with one line at a time. 
while allowing the street cars to 
continue the use of the remaining 
short tubes. 

City Control to Continue. 

In making inquiries among a 
considerable number of people who 
are more or less intimately in con- 
tact with the matter, the Post- 
Dispatch reporter heard no serious 
objection or pronounced opposi- 
tion to the plan.
